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WHEREAS,  Laguna  Honda  Hospital  and  Rehabilitation  Center  is  licensed  by  the 
California  Department  of  Health  Services  as  a  general  acute  care  hospital,  distinct  part  skilled 
nursing  and  rehabilitation  center;  and, 
1 2  I  WHEREAS,  During  a  recent  series  of  retreats  with  the  Executive  Staff  of  Laguna 

Honda  Hospital  along  with  input  from  the  Health  Commission  and  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Health,  the  mission  of  Laguna  Honda  Hospital  was  amended  by 
eliminating  the  phrase  "long  term  care"  and  replacing  this  phrase  with  "skilled  nursing 
services;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  change  in  the  mission  statement  was  designed  to  accurately  reflect 
how  Laguna  Honda  Hospital  is  licensed  by  the  California  Department  of  Health  Services;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  change,  however,  ignores  the  long  standing  and  well  accepted 
practice  that  Laguna  Honda  Hospital  is  also  a  long  term  care  facility  for  those  San 
Franciscans  most  in  need;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  addition  to  the  change  in  the  mission,  the  admissions  policy  for  Laguna 
Honda  Hospital  was  changed  in  March  2004  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Health,  and  subsequently  reversed  back  to  the  previous  policy  on  February  17,  2005;  now, 
therefore  be  it 
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RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  Executive  Staff  of  Laguna  Honda 
Hospital  to  amend  the  recently  revised  mission  of  LHH  to  include  "long  term  care"  as  one  of 
the  goals  of  the  hospital;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  to  publicly  consult  with  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
before  it  makes  any  future  changes  to  the  mission  and  the  admissions  policy  of  Laguna 
Honda  Hospital.

Resolution  commending  Preschool  California's  efforts  in  building  momentum  toward  increasing 
access  to  quality  preschool  to  all  4-year-olds  in  California. 

WHEREAS,  A  compelling  body  of  respected  research  demonstrates  quality  preschool 
programs,  benefit  children  and  their  families,  the  public  school  system,  public  safety,  and  society  as  a 
whole;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Brain  research  states  that  90  percent  of  brain  development  takes  place  before  age 
five,  making  early  childhood  the  best  time  to  invest  in  preschool  programs  that  boost  learning, 
creativity,  and  social  skills;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Research  shows  that  children  who  have  gone  to  quality  preschool  show  greater 
success  in  elementary  school  reading  and  math,  and  that  they  are  more  likely  to  graduate  from  high 
school  and  attend  college  than  their  peers  who  do  not  participate  in  quality  preschool  program;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Fewer  than  half  of  California's  children  come  to  kindergarten  with  preschool 
experience;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Preschool  programs  continue  to  be  inadequately  funded;  and, 
WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  voters  overwhelmingly  showed  their  support  for  preschool  in 

passing  the  2003  Proposition  I  "Smart  Start  for  San  Francisco  Kids"  and  the  2004  Proposition  H 

creating  the  "Public  Education  Fund";  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  population  of  3  and  4-year-olds  is  9,029  according  to  the  Census 

2000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  will  begin  implementing  the  San  Francisco  Preschool  for  All 
Program  starting  with  the  2005-2006  school  year;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  There  still  is  inadequate  funding  for  the  San  Francisco  Preschool  for  All  Program 
to  be  truly  universal  for  all  preschool-age  (3  and  4-year-olds)  children;  and. 

WHEREAS,  First  Five  California  Commission  has  made  available  $100  million  to  increase 
access  to  preschool  by  funding  demonstration  projects;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  addition  to  San  Francisco,  Los  Angeles,  San  Mateo  and  Alpine  counties  are 
implementing  county  plans  for  Preschool  For  All  initiatives;  and. 

WHEREAS,  There  is  growing  public  support  for  universal  preschool  in  California;  and, 

WHEREAS.  Preschool  California  has  developed  a  broad-based  multi-year  advocacy  campaign 
to  achieve  publicly  funded,  quality,  voluntary  preschool  for  all  4-year-olds  in  California;  and. 

WHEREAS,  The  establishment  of  a  California  Preschool  for  All  Program  will  benefit  the 
children  in  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Preschool  California  has  established  the  Leadership  Council  to  provide  individuals 
and  organizations  an  opportunity  to  express  support  of  achieving  Preschool  for  All  in  California; 
therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  commends  Preschool 
California's  efforts  in  building  momentum  toward  increasing  access  to  quality  preschool  to  all  4-year- 
olds  in  California.

WHEREAS,  The  University  of  California  at  San  Francisco  awarded  Mark  Laret, 
CEO  UCSF  Medical  Center  a  $74,  495  bonus  in  addition  to  his  salary  of  $434,400;

Resolution  Urging  the  California  Assembly  and  Senate  and  the  Governor  of  California 
to  support  Assembly  Bill  1147  (AB1147),  introduced  by  Assemblyman  Mark  Leno,  the 
"The  California  Industrial  Hemp  Farming  Act". 

WHEREAS,  Existing  state  law  does  not  address  the  legality  of  growing  hemp  in 
California;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  retail  market  for  hemp  products  in  North  America  is  estimated  at  $150 
million  and  growing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Hemp  fiber,  oil  and  non-viable  seed  must  currently  be  imported  from 
outside  the  United  States;  and, 

WHEREAS,  California  farmers  would  immediately  benefit  from  participating  in  the 
hemp  products  market  and  would  be  positioned  as  leaders  in  the  growing  North  American 
market;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Hemp  is  used  to  make  a  wide  variety  of  products  including  paper, 
clothing,  rope,  food  products,  soap,  body  care  products  and  building  materials;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Hemp  can  be  cultivated  as  an  alternative  to  other  crops  which  are  grown 
with  harmful  chemical  fertilizers,  pesticides,  herbicides  and  defoliates;  and, 

WHEREAS,  California  has  a  chance  to  lead  the  nation  toward  an  environmentally 
sustainable  alternative  to  turning  our  last  remaining  forests  into  paper;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Assemblyman  Mark  Leno  introduced  a  bill  that  allows  the  agricultural 
production  of  industrial  hemp  for  intra-state  commerce;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Declaration  of  Independence  was  written  on  hemp  paper  and  hemp 
has  a  long  history  of  commercial  use  within  the  United  States;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
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RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
strongly  urges  the  California  Assembly  and  Senate  and  the  Governor  of  California  to  support 
Assembly  Bill  1147  (AB1 147),  the  "California  Industrial  Hemp  Farming  Act";  and,  be  it

[MUNI  Clean  Air  Plan  and  Compliance  with  Proposition  I] 

Resolution  supporting  immediate  action  to  implement  MUNI's  Clean  Air  Plan  to  bring 
MUNI  into  compliance  with  Proposition  I  by  acquiring  hybrid  electric  buses,  retiring 
and  replacing  outmoded  diesel  buses  and  requiring  that  100%  of  the  interim  diesel  fleet 
be  equipped  with  devices  to  minimize  particulate  matter  (PM)  and  NOx  (oxides  of 
nitrogen)  emissions. 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  seeks  to  encourage  a  MUNI  fleet  management 
plan  that  replaces  conventional  diesel  buses  with  cleaner  alternative  technology  buses;  and,  ! 

WHEREAS,  Proposition  I,  approved  by  two-thirds  of  city  voters  in  March  2004,  requires  j 
immediate  action  to  eliminate  the  oldest  and  dirtiest  diesel  buses  from  the  MUNI  fleet;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Air  Resources  Board  last  year  amended  the  California 
Transit  Fleet  Rule  to  allow  for  the  purchase  of  hybrid  electric  buses  before  2007;  and, 

WHEREAS,  MUNI's  current  fleet  of  495  diesel  buses  must  be  updated  and  managed  to 
minimize  Particulate  Matter  (PM)  and  NOx  (oxides  of  nitrogen)  emissions  using  emissions 
reduction  devices;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  current  MUNI  reserve  fleet  of  45  buses  are  so  old  as  to  be  not 
compatible  with  state-of-the  art  emissions  reduction  devices  and  must  be  immediately 
repowered  or  replaced;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Adopting  alternative  bus  technology  has  the  benefits  of  being  less 
polluting,  and  more  efficient  to  operate;  now,  therefore  be  it, 
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RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  supports  immediate  action  to  implement 
MUNI's  Clean  Air  Plan  in  order  to  comply  with  Proposition  I  through  the  expedited 
procurement  of  hybrid  electric  buses  to  replace  pre-1991  diesel  buses  by  2007,  the 
replacement  of  all  reserve  fleet  buses  with  either  hybrid  electric  buses  or  buses  equipped  with 
emissions  reduction  devices  and  re-powered  motors,  and  equipping  all  remaining  diesel 
buses  with  emissions  reduction  devices  this  year.

Resolution  designating  the  USA  PATRIOT  Act  as  a  "watch  law"  under  Charter 
Section  16.124. 

WHEREAS,  Charter  Section  16.124,  adopted  by  the  voters  of  San  Francisco  at  the 
March  2,  2004  election,  authorizes  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  by  resolution,  to  designate  as  a 
"watch  law"  any  state  or  federal  law  or  regulation  that  calls  for,  authorizes,  or  requires  the 
production  by  any  City  officer,  employee,  agency,  department,  or  office  of  information, 
records,  or  other  tangible  things  held  by  the  City,  the  disclosure  of  which  could  violate  the 
rights  of  any  individuals  under  the  State  or  Federal  Constitutions;  and 

WHEREAS.  Pursuant  to  the  further  authority  provided  in  Chatter  Section  16.124,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  has  adopted  Administrative  Code  Section  2.20.  which  provides  that  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  shai!  respond  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  all 
orders  or  requests  for  the  production  of  information,  records  or  other  tangible  things  served  on 
the  City  and  Couniy  under  any  law  designated  as  a  watch  law;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  "Uniting  and  Strengthening  America  by  Providing  Appropriate  Tools 
Required  to  Intercept  and  Obstruct  Terrorism  (USA  PATRIOT)  Act  of  2001"  (PL  107-56) 
includes  provisions  that  would  allow  the  FBI  to  obtain  personal  records  of  San  Francisco 
residents  held  by  the  City,  such  as  library  circulation  records,  without  a  warrant  or  an 
independent  determination  of  probable  cause  by  a  neutral  magistrate,  potentially  in  violation 
of  the  Fourth  Amendment  rights  and  privacy  rights  of  individuals  named  or  discussed  in  such 
records;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Board  of  Supervisors  designates  the  USA  PATRIOT  Act  to  be  a 
"watch  law"  under  Charter  Section  16.124;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  directs  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
to  take  appropriate  steps  to  inform  all  City  officers,  departments,  and  agencies  of  this 
designation  and  of  the  procedures  for  handling  watch  law  orders  or  requests.

Resolution  expressing  support  for  Senate  Bill  169,  introduced  by  Senator  Carole 
Migden,  and  urging  the  California  State  Legislature  and  Governor  to  support  this 
measure. 

WHEREAS,  The  structure  known  as  St.  Brigid's,  located  at  the  intersection  of  Van 
Ness  and  Broadway  Streets  in  San  Francisco,  was  built  in  1900  and  boasts  notable  historic 
features;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  structure,  designed  by  Henry  Minton,  survived  both  the  1906  and 
1989  earthquakes  before  the  Catholic  Archdiocese  of  San  Francisco  chose  to  discontinue  its 
operation  as  a  place  of  worship  in  1994;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Executive  Director  of  San  Francisco  Architectural  Heritage  recently 
described  the  importance  of  preserving  this  historic  structure  by  noting,  "[t]he  design  and 
craftsmanship  are  something  we'll  never  be  able  to  afford  again";  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  February  9th,  2005,  California  State  Senator  Carole  Migden  introduced 
SB  169,  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.     ,  which  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and, 

WHEREAS,  SB  169  is  aimed  at  establishing  state  policy  regarding  the  importance  of 
preserving  the  historic  structure  known  as  St.  Brigid  Church;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
hereby  expresses  its  support  for  Senate  Bill  169,  introduced  by  Senator  Carole  Migden;  and, 
be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  supports  any  amended  version  of  SB  169  that 
will  lead  to  the  preservation  and  possible  adaptive  reuse  of  the  historic  structure  known  as  St.

[Continuum  of  Care  Plan — Homeless  Board  Membership.] 

Resolution  amending  the  Continuum  of  Care  Plan  to  dissolve  the  current  Local 
Homeless  Coordinating  Board  and  to  restructure  it  to  reflect  the  recently  adopted  Ten 
Year  Plan  to  End  Chronic  Homelessness  reducing  its  membership  to  nine:  four 
appointed  by  the  Mayor;  four  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and  one 
appointed  by  the  Controller. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco's  current  official  homeless  policy  is 
Continuum  of  Care  adopted  by  Resolution  No.  720-01;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  component  of  the  Continuum  of  Care  Plan  was  the  creation  of  a  Local 
Homeless  Coordinating  Board  (Local  Board)  to  advise  City  departments,  commissions,  and 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  policy  decisions  and  budget  allocations  consistent  with  the  Plan; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Since  its  inception,  the  Local  Board  has  struggled  to  fulfill  its  charge, 
maintain  a  quorum,  and  be  viewed  as  the  homeless  policy  making  body  for  San  Francisco, 
often  being  overlooked  by  policy  makers  when  homeless  policy  was  debated;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  May  2002,  both  the  Controller  and  the  Civil  Grand  Jury  published 
reports  criticizing  the  way  homeless  policy  is  formulated  in  San  Francisco  and  recommending 
dramatic  changes  to  the  structure,  size  and  membership  of  the  Local  Homeless  Coordinating 
Board;  and 

WHEREAS,  State  and  federal  homeless  policy  priorities  and  direction  has  changed 
since  the  completion  of  the  first  Continuum  of  Care  Plan  in  1996;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Mayor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  established  a  planning 
group  in  the  Spring  of  2004  entitled,  "The  Ten  Year  Plan  to  End  Chronic  Homelessness 
Council";  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Council  published  a  report  in  July  2004  with  a  series  of 
recommendations  aimed  at  ending  chronic  homelessness  by  2014;  and 

WHEREAS,  Successful  implementation  of  the  Ten  Year  Plan  will  require  integration 
and  coordination  with  the  Continuum  of  Care  Plan;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Local  Board  held  a  retreat  in  November  2004  with  the  goal  of 
restructuring  the  Board  to  be  a  more  effective  body  responsive  to  the  needs  of  San 
Franciscan's  and  incorporating  the  direction  of  the  Ten  Year  Plan  to  End  Chronic 
Homelessness;  and 

WHEREAS,  Following  the  retreat,  the  Local  Board  formed  an  Ad  Hoc  committee  to 
develop  a  proposal  to  present  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  December  31 ,  2004  for 
reconstituting  itself;  and 

WHEREAS,  After  exploring  best  practices  by  other  Local  Boards,  consulting  with 
experts  in  the  field  and  reviewing  the  Controller's  and  Civil  Grand  Jury  reports,  the  consensus 
proposal  developed  by  the  Ad  Hoc  committee  and  unanimously  approved  by  the  Local  Board 
January  10.  2005  would  dissolve  the  Local  Board  and  reconstitute  its  membership;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  current  members  of  the  Local  Board  believe  that  this  proposal 
represents  the  best  opportunity  for  a  revitalized  and  viable  Local  Homeless  Coordinating 
Board  in  keeping  with  the  City's  goal  to  end  homelessness;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  consensus  document  includes  planning  assumptions,  vision  and 
mission,  goals,  the  size  of  the  Local  Board,  appointment  process,  functions,  committee 
structure  and  required  staffing  levels;  now,  therefore,  be  it

WHEREAS,  2151  Van  Ness  Avenue,  also  known_as  St.  Brigid  Church,  is  a  large, 
cross-plan  church  building  located  at  the  corner  of  Van  Ness  Avenue  and  Broadway;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  building  has  stood  at  this  intersection  since  1900;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  building  is  a  cultural  and  architectural  anchor  for  the  Marina,  Pacific 
Heights  and  Russian  Hill  neighborhoods;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  building  has  survived  both  the  1906  and  1989  earthquakes;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  building  is  a  repository  for  numerous  treasures  including  an 
exceptional  pipe  organ  constructed  specifically  for  the  church  by  the  Italian  firm  of  Fratelli 
Ruffatti,  stained  glass  from  Harry  Clarke  Studios  in  Dublin,  and  statuary  by  the  noted  Irish 
sculptor  Seamus  Murphy;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  building  was  determined  eligible  for  the  National  Register  of  Historic 
as  part  of  a  Section  106  review  which  took  place  in  October  1995;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  building  is  listed  in  the  Van  Ness  area  plan  of  the  general  plan  for  the 
city  of  San  Francisco  as  an  important  corner  stone  church  designed  in  the  Romanesque  style; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  building  was  included  in  the  Here  Today  survey  of  historic  properties, 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  1970;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  building  is  a  perfectly  preserved  example  of  Richardsonian 
Romanesque  architecture  designed  by  Shea  (Frank  T.)  &  Shea  (Will  D.)  and  Henry  A.  Minton 
(National  Register  criterion  C);  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  buildingjs  an  example  of  unique  methods  of  construction  having  used 
San  Francisco  curbstones  and  crossing  stones  in  the  construction  of  its  facade  (National 
Register  criterion  C);  and, 

WHEREAS,  because  of  the  building's  importance  to  San  Francisco's  Irish  community, 
it  is  associated  with  events  that  have  made  a  significant  contribution  to  the  patterns  of  San 
Francisco  history  (National  Register  criterion  A);  and, 

WHEREAS,  because  the  building  reopened  only  seven  months  after  the  great 
earthquake  and  fire  of  1906  and  served  the  community  as  a  refuge  and  place  of  solace  in  one 
of  the  city's  most  daunting  periods,  it  is  associated  with  events  that  have  made  a  significant 
contribution  to  the  patterns  of  San  Francisco  history  (National  Register  criterion  A);  and, 

WHEREAS,  because  San  Francisco  Mayor  George  Moscone  received  the  sacraments 
in  the  building,  attended  St.  Brigid  School,  and  was  a  life-long  parishioner,  the  building  is 
associated  with  the  lives  of  persons  significant  in  our  past  (National  Register  criterion  B);  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  does  hereby  initiate  the 
designation  of  St.  Brigid  Church,  2151  Van  Ness  Avenue,  Block  0575,  Lot  015  as  a  landmark, 
and  so  directs  the  Landmarks  Preservation  Advisory  Board  to  place  the  property  in 
consideration  as  a  landmark  pursuant  to  Article  10  of  the  Planning  Code  and  other 
appropriate  provisions  of  law.

•  That  Iraq  was  connected  with  attacks  on  the  U.S.  on  September  1 1th,  2001 

•  That  Iraq  was  a  training  ground  for  terrorists;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Over  1,400  U.S.  soldiers  -  our  sons  and  daughters,  brothers  and  sisters, 
mothers  and  fathers  -  have  lost  their  lives  in  the  war  in  Iraq;  and 

WHEREAS,  Over  167  of  these  men  and  women  were  from  the  state  of  California,  the 
largest  number  of  lives  lost  for  any  state  in  the  union;  and  at  least  60  of  those  men  and

Resolution  Approving  a  Protest  Letter  to  the  California  Public  Utilities  Commission  and 
the  Procurement  Review  Committee  Regarding  Approval  of  Proposed  Pacific  Gas  & 
Electric  Power  Purchase  Agreements  and  Energy  Efficiency  Programs. 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  unanimously  passed,  and  the  Mayor  signed 
ordinance  86-04  ("Energy  Independence  Ordinance",  Ammiano)  on  May  27,  2004 
establishing  a  Community  Choice  Aggregation  (CCA)  Program  in  San  Francisco  pursuant  to 
California  Public  Utilities  Code  366.2(  c  )(10); 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco's  Community  Choice  Aggregation  Ordinance  established  a 
mechanism  for  Electric  Service  Providers  to  bid  against  Pacific  Gas  &  Electric's  electricity 
rates  for  the  non-wires,  non  meter-reading,  non-billing  energy  portion  of  its  electricity  service, 
provided  significant  details  concerning  its  program,  including  the  installation  of  107  Megawatts 
of  energy  efficiency  and  conservation  measures  within  the  jurisdictional  boundaries  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco; 

WHEREAS,  The  City's  CCA  ordinance  directed  City  Departments  to  prepare  and 
submit  a  CCA  Implementation  Plan  consistent  with  its  CCA  ordinance  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  subsequently  directed  City  Departments  to  submit 
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the  Implementation  Plan  to  the  Board  on  April  24,  2005,  for  amendment  and  adoption  in  May, 
2005; 

WHEREAS,  Ordinance  86-04  directed  City  Departments  to  prepare  and  submit  a 
corresponding  Request  for  Proposals  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  Electric  Service 
Providers  three  months  after  its  adoption  of  the  Implementation  Plan  for  amendment  and 
adoption; 

WHEREAS,  Section  366.2(  c  )(9)  of  the  Public  Utilities  Code  requires  that  "All  electrical 
corporations  shall  cooperate  fully  with  any  community  choice  aggregators  that  investigate, 
pursue,  or  implement  community  choice  aggregation  programs"; 

WHEREAS,  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  filed  an  Advice  Letter  with  the 
Commission  on  February  23,  2005  announcing  that  it  has  entered  into  a  power  purchase 
agreement  with  Duke  Energy  Marketing  Americas  (DEMA)  providing  PG&E  with  exclusive 
rights  to  dispatch  Morro  Bay  Units  3  and  4,  each  325  megawatts,  to  meet  PG&E's  capacity 
and  energy  needs  for  the  period  2005-2007,  and  seeking  regulatory  review  and  approval  of 
this  power  purchase  agreement  with  DEMA  by  April  4,  2005; 

WHEREAS,  In  January,  2005  PG&E  announced  a  settlement  agreement  with  Mirant  to 
obtain  the  rights  to  dispatch  some  of  the  power  from  Mirant's  Contra  Costa  and  Pittsburg 
Power  Plants,  as  well  as  the  opportunity  to  complete  construction  of  and  operate  Contra 
Costa  Unit  8,  a  530-megawatt  facility. 
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WHEREAS,  In  addition  to  these  agreements,  PG&E  is  currently  conducting 
competitive  solicitations  for  not  only  near-term  supply  but  also  long-term  supply  and 
generating  capacity,  which  if  approved  could  increase  the  Customer  Responsibility  Surcharge 
(CRS)  for  San  Francisco  ratepayers  for  decades,  and  potentially  deny  San  Francisco 
ratepayers  the  right  to  proceed  with  Community  Choice  Aggregation; 

WHEREAS,  In  Decision  04-12-046  adopted  December  16,  2004,  the  Commission 
provided  that  "Utility  resource  plans  will  need  to  balance  supply  security  with  enough  flexibility 
to  accommodate  many  market  contingencies  in  addition  to  those  associated  with  the  CCA 
program,  as  we  have  recognized.  Because  it  would  ideally  recognize  and  anticipate  changing 
markets  and  supply  sources,  resource  planning  wiii  necessarily  be  an  ongoing,  interactive 
exercise"; 

WHEREAS,  In  D.04-1 2-046  the  Commission  decided  that  "The  objective  of  AB  1 17  in 
requiring  CCAs  to  pay  a  CRS  is  to  protect  the  utilities  and  their  bundled  utility  customers  from 
paying  for  the  liabilities  incurred  on  behalf  of  CCA  customers.  Our  complementary  objective  is 
to  minimize  the  CRS  (and  all  utility  liabilities  that  are  not  required)  and  promote  good  resource 
planning  by  the  utilities"; 

WHEREAS,  In  D.04-1 2-046  the  Commission  decided  that  ""We  share  the  parties' 
concerns  that  the  utilities  must  recognize  CCA  load  in  their  resource  planning  and  should  not 
sign  contracts  that  might  create  new  liabilities  for  CCA  customers  and  utility  customers  where 
available  information  suggests  the  power  might  not  be  needed.  We  understand  the  utilities 
face  a  difficult  balancing  act  by  assuring  adequate  and  reliable  power  supplies  in  amounts 
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that  reflect  forecasts  that  are  changing  constantly.  However,  the  utilities  are  accustomed  to 
using  available  information  to  forecast  customer  demand  and  should  incorporate  CCA  load 
losses  into  their  planning  efforts,  just  as  they  would  include  any  other  forecast  variable  related 
to  expected  changes  in  supply  or  demand"; 

WHEREAS,  In  D. 04-1 2-045  the  Commission  approved  in  Finding  of  Fact  20  that  "AB 
1 1 7  provides  that  the  CRS  should  include  all  costs  that  the  utilities  reasonably  incurred  on 
behalf  of  ratepayers,  which  may  include  costs  incurred  after  the  passage  of  AB  117  but 
should  not  include  any  costs  that  were  "avoidable"  or  those  that  are  not  attributable  to  the 
CCA's  customers"; 

WHEREAS,  In  D. 04-1 2-046  the  Commission  approved  in  Finding  of  Fact  #  49  that 
"Requiring  a  CCA  to  participate  in  an  open  season  immediately  would  unreasonably  delay 
initiation  of  service  by  CCAs  because  the  Commission  will  not  adopt  guidelines  for  open 
seasons  until  Phase  II  of  this  proceeding"; 

WHEREAS,  In  D. 04-1 2-045  the  Commission  ordered  in  Order  #9  "In  all  respects,  utility 
tariffs  and  practices  shall  permit  CCAs  to  initiate  service  immediately  following  the  filing  of 
tariffs  described  in  Ordering  Paragraph  2,"  the  referenced  date  being  February  16,  2005; 

WHEREAS,  In  D.04-1 2-046  The  Commission  concluded  in  Conclusion  of  Law  #41  that 
"CCAs  may  initiate  service  prior  to  the  Commission's  adoption  of  open  season  guidelines"; 
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WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  residents  and  businesses  contribute  between  Seven 
Million  and  ten  million  dollars  annually  to  the  Public  Goods  Charge  fund  for  Energy  Efficiency 
programs; 

WHEREAS,  Section  381 .1  (a)  of  the  California  Public  Utilities  Code  requires  that,  "No 
later  than  July  15,  2003,  the  commission  shall  establish  policies  and  procedures  by  which  any 
party,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  a  local  entity  that  establishes  a  community  choice 
aggregation  program,  may  apply  to  become  administrators  for  cost-effective  energy  efficiency 
and  conservation  programs  established  pursuant  to  Section  381; 

WHEREAS,  Section  381 .1  (  c  )  of  the  California  Public  Utilities  Code  requires  that,  "If  a 
community  choice  aggregator  is  not  the  administrator  of  energy  efficiency  and  conservation 
programs  for  which  its  customers  are  eligible,  the  commission  shall  require  the  administrator 
of  cost-effective  energy  efficiency  and  conservation  programs  to  direct  a  proportional  share  of 
its  approved  energy  efficiency  program  activities  for  which  the  community  choice  aggregator's 
customers  are  eligible,  to  the  community  choice  aggregator's  territory  without  regard  to 
customer  class"; 

WHEREAS,  The  CPUC  decided  in  Decision  05-01-055  on  January  27,  2005  that 
California's  large  investor  owned  utilities  including  PG&E  shall  be  administrators  of  all  energy 
efficiency  programs  within  their  territories,  including  in  Community  Choice  jurisdictions,  citing 
among  other  things  the  utilities'  need  to  create  "integrated  resources  plans;" 
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WHEREAS  CPUC  Decision  05-01-055  also  stated  that  it  may  revisit  the  issue  of 
allocating  energy  efficiency  Public  Goods  Charge  funds  to  CCAs,  and  affirmed  its  earlier 
Decision  03-07-034  of  July  15,  2003,  which  stated  that  the  CPUC  may  ultimately  decide  that 
CCAs  are  independent  agencies  that  should  have  considerable  deference  to  use  energy 
efficiency  funds  authorized  by  Public  Utilities  Code  Section  381; 

WHEREAS,  CPUC  Decision  05-01-055  ordered  the  utilities,  including  PG&E,  to  file 
applications  June  1 ,  2005  for  energy  efficiency  program  plans  for  a  three-year  cycle  from 
January  2006  through  December  2008,  which  may  be  approved  by  the  CPUC  in  summer 
2005,  which  would  effectively  preclude  San  Francisco,  as  a  CCA,  from  making  its  own 
decisions  on  the  use  of  energy  efficiency  funds  collected  in  its  territory  until  2009; 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco,  as  a  CCA,  has  the  need,  desire  and  the  statutory  authority 
to  create  an  integrated  resources  plan,  and  the  energy  efficiency  funds  are  a  crucial  part  of 
such  plan,  as  they  are  potentially  the  least  expensive  resource  and  therefore  the  State  of 
California  has  designated  energy  efficiency  number  one  in  its  adopted  "loading  order"  for 
resource  planning; 

WHEREAS,  Section  381.1  (  c  )  furthermore  directs  that  if  the  Commission  approves 
any  party  to  administer  energy  efficiency  programs  within  a  CCA's  jurisdictional  boundaries, 
"(t)he  commission  shall  also  direct  the  administrator  to  work  with  the  community  choice 
aggregator,  to  provide  advance  information  where  appropriate  about  the  likely  impacts  of 
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energy  efficiency  programs  and  to  accommodate  any  unique  community  program  needs  by 
placing  more,  or  less,  emphasis  on  particular  approved  programs  to  the  extent  that  these 
special  shifts  in  emphasis  in  no  way  diminish  the  effectiveness  of  broader  statewide  or 
regional  programs"; 

WHEREAS,  the  Commission  has  not  directed  PG&E  to  work  with  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  in  the  manner  required  by  state  law; 

WHEREAS,  Section  381 .1(c)  further  directs  that  "(i)f  the  community  choice 
aggregator  proposes  energy  efficiency  programs  other  than  programs  already  approved  for 
implementation  in  its  territory,  it  shall  do  so  under  established  commission  policies  and 
procedures.  The  commission  may  order  an  adjustment  to  the  share  of  energy  efficiency 
program  activities  directed  to  a  community  aggregator's  territory  if  necessary  to  ensure  an 
equitable  and  cost-effective  allocation  of  energy  efficiency  program  activities;" 

WHEREAS,  Section  366(a)  of  the  Public  Utilities  Code  directs  that  "The  commission 
shall  take  actions  as  needed  to  facilitate  direct  transactions  between  electricity  suppliers  and 
end-use  customers"; 

NOW  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby 
protests  the  proposed  contracts  of  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric,  and  urges  both  the  Commission 
and  the  Procurement  Review  Committee  in  04-04-003  to  deny  approval  of  any  proposed 
PG&E  contract  or  contracts  that  would  incur  any  new  or  additional  Customer  Responsibility 
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Surcharges  for  San  Francisco  ratepayers  departing  from  PG&E  procurement  starting  in 
January,  2006;and  be  it; 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  urges 
the  Commission  not  to  approve  any  energy  efficiency  program  administered  by  PG&E  in  San 
Francisco  with  Public  Goods  Charge  funds,  and  to  immediately  provide  an  avenue  for  San 
Francisco,  as  a  CCA,  to  request  and  receive  all  Public  Goods  Charge  energy  efficiency  funds 
paid  by  customers  within  its  jurisdictional  boundaries,  so  that  it  may  make  its  own  decisions 
on  the  administration  and  use  of  such  funds  for  programs  beginning  in  January,  2006;  and  be 
it; 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  directs 
the  City  Attorney,  effective  immediately,  to  take  all  necessary  legal  actions  to  protect  its  rights 
as  a  Community  Choice  Aggregator  and  the  rights  of  San  Francisco,  ratepayers,  under  both 
AB117  and  CPUC  Decision  04-12-046  in  R.03-1 0-003,  as  referenced  in  this  resolution;  and 
be  it; 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  requests  that 
both  the  Commission  and  the  R. 04-04-003  Procurement  Review  Committee  act  in 
accordance  with  D. 04-1 2-046,  as  referenced  in  this  resolution. 
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March  22,  2005  Board  of  Supervisors  —  ADOPTED

Resolution  urging  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  to  name  the  new  park  that  is  to 
be  built  in  the  old  Bessie  Carmichael  Elementary  School  site  (on  Sherman  and  Folsom) 
as  Victoria  Manalo  Draves  Park. 

WHEREAS,  For  many  years,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  failed  to 
recognize  one  of  its  distinguished  women,  Asian  American/Filipino  American,  US  Olympic 
athlete,  Victoria  Manalo  Draves;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Victoria  Manalo  Draves  won  the  1942  US  Junior  National  Diving 
championship  and  the  1946,  1947,  and  1948  US  National  Diving  Championships  platform 
diving  gold  medal,  as  well  as  the  1948  springboard  gold  medal;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  the  1948  Olympic  Games,  Victoria  Manalo  Draves  achieved  many  firsts: 
the  first  woman  in  Olympic  history  to  win  gold  medals  in  both  springboard  and  platform  diving 
events  in  the  same  games,  the  only  swimmer  or  diver  to  win  two  individual  gold  medals,  the 
first  American  woman  of  Filipino  heritage  to  win  an  Olympic  gold  medal  in  diving,  and  to  date, 
is  the  only  woman  of  Filipino  ancestry  to  win  an  Olympic  gold  medal;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Victoria  Manalo  Draves  was  recognized  in  the  1948  edition  of  Life 
Magazine  as  one  of  the  top  athletes  at  the  1948  Olympics,  named  Athlete  of  the  Year  by  the 
Helms  Athletic  Foundation  of  Southern  California  in  1948,  selected  as  an  All-American  for  the 
5-meter  and  10-meter  platform  dive  events  on  the  National  AAU  All-American  Woman's 
Swimming  Team  in  1949,  and  has  been  inducted  to  the  International  Swimming  Hall  of  Fame 
in  Florida;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Victoria  Manalo  Draves  was  born  in  San  Francisco  to  an  English 
immigrant  mother  and  a  Filipino  immigrant  father,  living  in  the  South  of  Market  (SOMA) 
Neighborhood  for  23  years;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Victoria  Manalo  Draves  studied  at  the  then,  Fairmont  Elementary  School, 
when  Bessie  Carmichael  was  the  Principal,  went  on  to  attend  Commerce  High  School,  and 
later  graduated  from  San  Francisco  Junior  College;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Victoria  Manalo  Draves  faced  discrimination  when  San  Francisco's  Nob 
Hill  diving  club  required  that  she  drop  her  father's  Filipino  name,  Manalo,  and  take  her 
mother's  maiden  name,  Taylor,  in  order  to  be  acceptable  to  represent  the  organization;  and, 

WHEREAS,  When  she  began  to  use  her  actual  last  name,  Victoria  Manalo  Draves 
experienced  more  discrimination  even  from  her  own  swim  club,  the  Oakland  Athens  Athletic 
Club,  which  would  not  have  her  compete  at  a  1945  diving  meet  at  the  Fairmont  hotel  in  San 
Francisco;  and,

WHEREAS,  In  1994,  the  Legislature  authorized  the  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  establish  a  health  authority  as  a  separate  legal  entity  to  operate  programs 
involving  health  care  services,  including  the  authority  to  contract  with  the  State  of  California  to 
serve  as  a  heaith  plan  for  Medi-Cai  beneficiaries  (Welfare  and  institutions  Code  Section 
14087.36);  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1994,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  established  the  San  Francisco  Health 
Authority  pursuant  to  the  State  statute  in  order  to  provide  access  to  comprehensive  health 
care  services  for  Medi-Cal  beneficiaries  and  such  other  persons  as  the  Health  Authority 
deems  appropriate  (San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  69.1  etseq);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  governing  body  of  the  San  Francisco  Health  Authority  consists  of  19 
persons,  14  of  whom  are  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  governing  body  of  the  San  Francisco  Health  Authority  includes,  among 
other  members,  the  Director  of  Public  Health,  the  Director  of  Mental  Health,  and  appointees  of 
the  Mayor  and  the  San  Francisco  Health  Commission;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Health  Authority  serves  as  a  Knox-Keene  licensed 
HMO  providing  high  quality  health  insurance  to  nearly  50,000  San  Francisco  residents  and 
workers  through  Medi-Cal  and  other  programs;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Health  Authority  insures  nearly  one-quarter  of  all  San 
Francisco  children,  in  part  through  the  City-funded  Healthy  Kids  and  Young  Adults  program; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Health  Authority  insures  over  6,000  San  Francisco  In- 
Home  Supportive  Services  workers  using  City  funding;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  State  has  passed  legislation  instituting  a  6%  tax  on  all  of  the  operating 
revenue  of  Medi-Cal  plans,  such  as  those  operated  by  the  San  Francisco  Health  Authority, 
which  tax  is  called  the  Quality  Improvement  Fee  (QIF)  (Welfare  and  Institutions  Code  Section 
14464.5);  and 

WHEREAS,  If  the  QIF  is  applied  to  the  San  Francisco  Health  Authority,  the  result  will 
be  a  transfer  to  the  State  of  over  $500,000  in  mainly  City  funds  in  the  next  fiscal  year  and 
even  more  in  subsequent  years,  threatening  the  viability  of  the  City-funded  insurance 
programs;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  negative  effects  of  the  QIF  can  be  mitigated  if  a  separate  legal  entity 
is  established  to  operate  the  San  Francisco  Health  Authority's  non-Medi-Cal  programs  such 
as  the  Healthy  Kids  and  Young  Adults  and  Healthy  Workers  programs;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Health  Authority  and  the  City  and  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  may  establish  a  separate  Joint  Powers  Authority  to  operate  the  San  Francisco 
Health  Authority's  non-Medi-Cal  programs  through  the  execution  of  a  Joint  Powers 
Agreement,  pursuant  to  Government  Code  Section  6500  ef  seq.;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  "Joint  Powers  Agreement  Creating  the  San  Francisco 
Community  Health  Joint  Powers  Authority"  (hereafter,  "Agreement"),  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  ,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of 

this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein,  would  create  a  joint  exercise  of  powers  authority 
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("Joint  Powers  Authority"),  a  separate  legal  entity  that  would  operate  the  non-Medi-Cal 
programs  currently  operated  by  the  San  Francisco  Health  Authority,  including  the  Healthy 
Families,  Healthy  Workers,  and  Healthy  Kids  and  Young  Adults  programs,  as  well  as  any  new 
programs  or  lines  of  business  that  the  Joint  Powers  Authority  may  develop;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Health  Authority  approved  the  Agreement  on  March  2, 
2005  in  Resolution  No.  2005-1;  and

(i)  The  San  Francisco  Health  Authority  is  designated  as  the  party  who  will  serve  as 
administrator  to  execute  the  provisions  of  the  Agreement; 

(ii)  The  City  shall  not  provide  any  capital  funds  for  the  Joint  Powers  Authority,  nor  be 
responsible  for  any  operational  or  administrative  costs  incurred  in  fulfilling  its  purposes  under 
the  Agreement; 

(iii)  The  debts,  liabilities,  and  obligations  of  the  Joint  Powers  Authority  do  not  constitute 
the  debts,  liabilities,  or  obligations  of  any  part  to  the  Agreement,  although  the  members  may 
separately  contract  for  or  assume  such  responsibility;  and 

(iv)  The  members  of  the  governing  body  established  to  govern  the  San  Francisco 
Health  Authority  serve  ex  officio  as  the  members  of  the  governing  body  established  to  govern 
the  Joint  Powers  Authority;  and 

(v)  The  Joint  Powers  Authority  is  required  to  acquire  such  insurance  protection  as  the 
City's  Risk  Manager  deems  necessary  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  members  to  the 
Agreement;  and 

(vi)  The  Agreement  may  be  terminated  by  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  by  either  the

Resolution  Urging  Governor  Arnold  Schwarzennegger,  the  California 
Congressional  Delegation,  and  the  State  Legislature  to  work  together  to  ensure 
that  the  2006  federal  budget  now  under  consideration  provides  California  its  fair 
share  of  federal  funding. 


WHEREAS,  California  is  the  largest  state  in  the  nation  with  more  than  36  million 
residents  and  more  than  12%  of  the  nation's  population;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco's  diverse  population 
accounts  for  a  large  percentage  of  California's  taxpayers  and  contributes  to  California's 
growth;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Last  year  Californians  paid  $50  billion  more  in  taxes  to  the  federal 
government  than  they  got  back  in  federal  services  and  spending,  and  the  total  reached 
more  than  $300  billion  for  the  past  nine  years;  and, 

WHEREAS,  California's  economy,  especially  in  San  Francisco,  during  the 
recession  saw  an  even  sharper  drop  in  revenues  than  many  states,  counties  and  cities 
because  of  the  importance  of  the  high  tech  sector  to  our  economy,  and  at  the  same 
time,  the  recession  led  to  greater  demand  on  state  and  county  services  as  people  lost 
their  jobs,  their  health  insurance,  and  even  their  homes;  and, 

WHEREAS,  While  California  grapples  with  finding  ways  to  provide  health  care, 
education,  food  assistance  and  childcare  to  more  than  6  million  poor  and  uninsured 
Californians,  we  receive  proportionately  less  federal  monies  for  social  services  than

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WHEREAS,  The  federal  poverty  level  which  is  $9,310  for  a  single  person  and  is 
$18,850  for  a  family  of  four,  is  not  sufficient  to  support  a  family  in  any  area  of  California; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  California  has  the  nation's  largest  number  of  Medicaid  enrollees  but 
ranks  last  in  federal  Medicaid  spending  per  enrollee;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  may  face  a  loss  of  approximately  $1 7  million  due  to 
federal  reductions  in  Medicaid  funding;  and, 

WHEREAS,  California  and  12  other  states  also  get  the  lowest  matching  rate  for 
the  State  Children's  Health  Insurance  Program,  known  in  California  as  "Healthy 
Families;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  California,  with  12%  of  the  population,  receives  only  9.1%  of  federal 
highway  funds,  and  if  we  got  a  percentage  based  on  population,  we  would  receive  an 
additional  $900  million  each  year  in  funding  for  highway  projects  and  transportation;

WHEREAS,  The  federal  government  underfunded  the  "No  Child  Left  Behind  Act" 
by  more  than  $700  million  for  California  in  2005  alone;  and 

WHEREAS,  California  is  owed  more  than  S1  billion  for  the  underfunded 
"Individuals  with  Disabilities  Education  Act;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  California  is  the  number  one  agricultural  producer  and  exporter  and 
grows  more  than  half  of  the  nation's  fruits  and  vegetables  but  California  farmers  collect 
just  3.7%  of  federal  agricultural  subsidies;  and, 

WHEREAS,  California  has  been  a  donor  state  since  1987  and  it  is  time  to

Resolution  urging  the  Governor  of  California  to  request  the  Pentagon,  the  President 
and  Congress  to  take  steps  to  withdraw  California  National  Guard  troops  from  Iraq. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  its  citizens  strongly  support  the 
men  and  women  serving  in  the  United  States  Armed  Forces  in  Iraq  and  recognize  the 
sacrifices  that  each  of  them  is  making.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  it's  citizens 
stand  ready  to  help  these  Californians  in  any  way  they  can  and, 

WHEREAS,  in  October  2002  the  United  States  Congress  adopted  a  Joint  Resolution 
to  authorize  the  use  of  United  States  Armed  Forces  Against  Iraq,  relying  on  statements  that 
were  untrue,  when  in  fact  the  United  States: 

•  was  not  threatened  with  attack  by  Iraq, 

•  Saddam  Hussein  had  no  weapons  of  mass  destruction, 

•  Saddam  Hussein  had  no  role  in  the  9/1 1  attacks.

Resolution  urging  Governor  Schwarzenegger  to  re-visit  the  "Three  Strikes"  law 
adopted  by  California  voters  and  the  state  legislature  in  1994. 

WHEREAS,  The  original  "Three  Strikes"  law  under  Penal  Code  section  667.7 
mandated  a  20  year  sentence  for  a  third  violent  conviction  and  a  life  sentence  for  a  fourth 
violent  conviction  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  new  version  of  the  "Three  Strikes"  law  passed  by  California  voters  in

WHEREAS,  The  crimes  committed  by  Santos  Reyes  do  not  appear  to  have  resulted  in 
physical  harm  to  another  person,  have  sentenced  him  to  life  in  jail  under  the  new  "Three 
Strikes"  law  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  are  4,200  nonviolent  offenders  like  Reyes  that  are  currently  in 
prison  under  "Three  Strikes"  serving  terms  that  were  previously  reserved  for  individuals  who

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WHEREAS.  We  ask  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  send  a  copy  of  this

WHEREAS,  The  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  ("MTA"),  through  the  Department  of 
Parking  and  Traffic  ("DPT"),  is  responsible  for  removing  illegally  parked  and  abandoned

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Police  Department  relies  upon  DPT's  towing  services 
contractor  to  remove  unsafe  drivers,  illegal  vehicles  and  vehicles  involved  in  crimes  from  the

Code  §  230,  that  the  accumulation  and  storage  of  abandoned,  wrecked,  dismantled,  or

WHEREAS,  The  revenues  collected  from  the  Vehicle  License  Fee  are  distributed  to 
local  governments  to  pay  for  a  variety  of  programs,  including  public  health,  human  and  social 
services,  public  safety  programs,  general  administration,  law  enforcement,  planning, 
infrastructure  maintenance  and  realignment  funds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  a  major  metropolitan  area  with  approximately  440,000  vehicles,  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  receives  a  substantial  amount  of  revenue  from  the  Vehicle 
License  Fee;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  depend  on  the  stable  disbursement 
of  Vehicle  License  Fee  funds  from  the  State  of  California  for  effective  operation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Revenues  generated  by  The  Vehicle  Licensing  Fee  had  historically  been 
set  at  a  rate  of  2%  and  dedicated  to  Cities  and  Counties  but  was  cut  to  .67%  in  2003;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco's  revenue  has  been  further  diminished  in  recent  years  due 
to  settlements  of  lawsuits  and  state  preemptions  on  progressive  revenue  generation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco's  California  State  Assemblymember  Mark  Leno  has 
introduced  AB799,  which  would  provide  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  with 
authorizing  language  to  introduce  a  local  option  for  the  Vehicle  License  Fee;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  Proposal  would  remove  the  preemption  for  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  which  would  enable  The  Board  of  Supervisors  to  initiate  a  process  to  enact  an 
additional  fee  of  1.33  percent  of  the  market  value  of  the  vehicle  beyond  the  State  0.67 
percent  rate;  and, 

WHEREAS,  AB799  would  not  enact  a  local  Vehicle  License  Fee  but  would  allow  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  put  the  measure  to  the  voters  for  majority  approval;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  motorist  would  be  charged  a  maximum  of  2  percent,  the  same  rate 
charged  by  the  State  of  California  for  the  Vehicle  License  Fee  from  1948  to  1998;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  is  a  Transit  First  City  per  section  16.102  of  the  City 
Charter;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  2  percent  Vehicle  License  fee  would  generate  $64  million  dollars

[Armenian  Genocide  Commemoration  Day.] 

Resolution  declaring  April  24,  2005  As  Armenian  Genocide  Commemoration  Day  in  San 
Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  The  Armenian  people,  living  in  their  3,000  year  historic  homeland  in 
eastern  Asia  Minor  and  throughout  the  Ottoman  Empire,  were  subjected  to  severe 
persecution  and  brutal  injustice  by  the  rulers  of  the  Ottoman  Empire  before  and  after  the  turn 
of  the  twentieth  century,  including  widespread  massacres,  usurpation  of  land  and  property, 
and  acts  of  wanton  destruction  during  the  period  from  1894  to  1896,  and  again  in  1909;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  horrible  experience  of  the  Armenians  at  the  hands  of  their  oppressors 
culminated  in  1915  in  what  is  known  by  historians  as  the  First  Genocide  of  the  Twentieth 
Century;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Armenian  Genocide  began  with  the  arrest,  exile,  and  murder  of 
hundreds  of  Armenian  intellectuals,  and  political,  religious,  and  business  leaders,  starting  on 
April  24,  1915;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  regime  then  in  control  of  the  empire  planned  and  executed  the 
unspeakable  atrocities  committed  against  the  Armenian  people  from  1915  through  1923, 
which  included  the  torture,  starvation,  and  murder  of  1,500,000  Armenians,  death  marches 
into  the  Syrian  desert,  the  forced  exile  of  more  than  500,000  innocent  people,  and  the  loss  of 
the  traditional  Armenian  homelands;  and 

WHEREAS,  Some  Turks  and  others  jeopardized  their  safety  in  order  to  protect 
Armenians  from  the  crimes  being  perpetrated  by  the  regime,  but  the  genocide  of  the 
Armenian  people  constituted  one  of  the  most  egregious  violations  of  human  rights  in  the 
history  of  the  world;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  Ambassador  to  the  Ottoman  Empire,  Henry 
Morgenthau,  Sr.,  stated  "When  the  Turkish  authorities  gave  the  order  for  these  deportations, 
they  were  merely  giving  the  death  warrant  to  a  whole  race.  The  killing  of  the  Armenian  people 
was  accompanied  by  the  systematic  destruction  of  churches,  schools,  libraries,  treasures  of 
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art,  and  cultural  monuments  in  an  attempt  to  eliminate  all  traces  of  a  noble  civilization  with  a 
history  of  more  than  3,000  years;"  and 

WHEREAS,  Winston  Churchill  wrote:  "As  for  Turkish  atrocities:  ...  massacring 
uncounted  thousands  of  helpless  Armenians,  men  women,  and  children  together,  whole 
districts  blotted  out  in  one  administrative  holocaust;  these  were  beyond  human  redress;"  and 

WHEREAS,  Adolf  Hitler,  in  persuading  his  army  commanders  on  the  eve  of  World  War 
II  that  the  merciless  persecution  and  killing  of  Poles,  Jews,  and  other  peoples  would  bring  no 
retribution,  declared,  "Who,  after  all,  speaks  today  of  the  annihilation  of  the  Armenians;"  and 

WHEREAS,  Unlike  other  peoples  and  governments  that  have  admitted  and 
denounced  the  abuses  and  crimes  of  predecessor  regimes,  and  despite  the  overwhelming 
weight  of  evidence,  the  Republic  of  Turkey  has  inexplicably  and  adamantly  denied  the 
occurrence  of  the  crimes  against  humanity,  and  those  denials  compound  the  grief  of  the  few 
remaining  survivors  of  the  atrocities,  desecrate  the  memory  of  the  victims,  and  cause 
continuing  trauma  and  pain  to  the  descendants  of  the  victims;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  passage  of  nine  decades  and  the  fact  that  few  survivors  remain  who 
serve  as  reminders  of  indescribable  brutality  and  torment,  compel  a  sense  of  urgency  in 
efforts  to  solidify  recognition  and  reaffirmation  of  historical  truth;  and 

WHEREAS,  By  honoring  the  survivors  and  consistently  remembering  and  condemning 
the  atrocities  committed  against  the  Armenian  people  as  well  as  the  persecution  of  the 
Assyrian  and  Greek  populations  of  the  Ottoman  Empire,  we  guard  against  repetition  of  the 
crime  of  genocide;  and 

WHEREAS,  California  has  become  home  to  the  largest  population  of  Armenians  in  the 
United  States,  and  those  citizens  have  enriched  our  state  through  leadership  in  the  fields  of 
academia,  medicine,  business,  agriculture,  government,  and  the  arts  and  are  proud  and 
patriotic  practitioners  of  American  citizenship;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  is  proud  to  join  the  Armenian-American  community  in  its 
commemoration  of  the  90th  anniversary  of  the  Armenian  Genocide  in  an  effort  to  educate 
others  about  the  tragic  loss  of  life,  land,  and  human  rights  of  the  Armenian  people  and  the 
crime  of  genocide  committed  against  them; 
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THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  does 
hereby  declare  April  24,  2005  as  Armenian  Genocide  Commemoration  Day  in  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco;  and

[Urging  State  Action.] 


Resolution  urging  the  State  of  California  to  increase  reimbursement  rates  for  child 
development  centers  contracting  with  the  California  Department  of  Education  through 
Title  V. 

WHEREAS,  Child  development  centers  contracting  with  the  California  Department  of 
Education  to  serve  low-income  families  with  quality  child  care  and  education  and  family 
support  services  are  central  to  the  lives  of  children,  families  and  the  communities  throughout 
San  Francisco  and  the  state;  and, 

WHEREAS,  These  child  development  centers  have  demonstrated  positive  outcomes 
in  preparing  San  Francisco's  low-income  children  for  success  in  school  measuring  their 
progress  through  the  California  Department  of  Education's  Desired  Results  system;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  program  and  performance  of  standards  established  through  Title  V  of 
the  Education  Code  for  these  child  development  centers  far  exceed  the  minimum  health  and 
safety  standards  required  by  the  State  for  licensure;  and, 

WHEREAS,  These  child  development  centers  are  reimbursed  by  the  State  with  a  flat 
rate  that  today  meets  only  approximately  50%  of  the  real  costs  of  care  in  our  county, 
threatening  their  ability  to  continue  to  provide  services  to  children  families  and  communities; 
and, 

WHERE  AS,  Because  of  this  inadequate  reimbursement,  $900,000  for  services 
provided  by  child  development  centers  in  San  Francisco  was  relinquished  to  the  California 
Department  of  Education  in  2004,  with  child  development  centers  closing  classrooms  and 
reducing  services  because  of  increasing  program  deficits  associated  with  providing  child  care 
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and  education  and  parent  support  services  through  California  Department  of  Education 
contracts;  and, 

WHERE  AS,  Child  care  centers  not  meeting  these  same  high  quality  standards  are 
reimbursed  by  the  State  at  higher  regional  rates  which  reflect  market  costs  and  many  Title  V 
child  development  centers  are  considering  terminating  their  high  quality  programs  and 
services,  in  order  to  be  paid  more  money  for  a  lesser  program;  therefore  be  it, 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  City  and  County  Board  of  Supervisors  recognizes 
the  value  and  contribution  of  child  development  centers  contracting  with  the  California 
Department  of  Education  through  Title  V  to  provide  services  to  the  children,  families  and 
communities  of  this  county  and  recognizes  the  serious  inequity  in  the  lack  of  fiscal  support  for 
such  centers;  and  be  it, 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  supports  an  effort  to  add  a 
statutory  requirement  that  any  child  development  center  in  this  county  contracting  with  the 
California  Department  of  Education  through  Title  V  shall  be  reimbursed  at  a  rate  that 
addresses  quality  and  cost  of  care;  and  be  it, 

FINALLY  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  encourages  the  state  legislative 
delegation  of  this  county  to  seek  an  appropriate  remedy  for  this  problem  in  Sacramento  and 
calls  upon  the  Governor  of  California  to  provide  the  appropriate  funding  in  his  FY  2005-06 
Budget  Proposal.

[Honoring  the  Legacy  of  Pope  John  Paul  II] 

Resolution  honoring  the  legacy  of  Pope  John  Paul  II  and  the  profound  impact  he  had 
on  all  citizens  of  the  world. 

WHEREAS,  On  April  2,  2005,  Pope  John  Paul  II  died  at  the  age  of  84,  while  serving  as 
the  supreme  pontiff  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  after  suffering  from  a  long  battle  with 
Parkinson's  disease;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pope  John  Paul  was  elected  the  263rd  successor  to  Saint  Peter  on 
October  16,  1978,  at  the  age  of  58,  he  was  the  youngest  Pope  in  132  years,  and  the  first 
Polish  Pope  and  the  first  non-Italian  Pope  in  over  four  centuries;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pope  John  Paul  II  was  born  in  Wadowice,  a  small  city  50  kilometres  from 

1920 

Krakow,  on  May  18,  4^36:  went  to  univerisity  in  Krakow  until  the  Nazi  occupation  closed  the 
school,  worked  in  a  quarry  and  then  in  a  chemical  factory  to  earn  his  living  and  avoid 
deportation  to  Germany;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1942,  he  was  called  to  the  priesthood,  began  his  courses  in  the 
clandestine  seminary  of  Krakow,  after  the  Second  World  War  he  continued  his  studies  in  the 
major  seminary  of  Krakow,  and  then  in  the  faculty  of  theology  of  the  Jagiellonian  University 
until  his  ordination  as  a  priest  in  Krakow  in  November  of  1946;  and, 

WHEREAS,  After  further  studies  in  Rome  and  Krakow,  Pope  John  Paul  was  appointed 
Auxiliary  Bishop  of  Krakow  and  then  was  consecrated  September  28,  1958.  On  January  13, 
1964,  he  was  nominated  Archbishop  of  Krakow  by  Pope  Paul  VI,  who  made  him  a  cardinal  on 
June  26,  1967;  and, 

WHEREAS,  He  took  part  in  Vatican  Council  II  and  participated  in  all  the  assemblies  of 
the  Synod  of  Bishops;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  As  Pope  he  wrote  14  encyclicals,  15  apostolic  exhortations,  1 1  apostolic 
constitutions  and  45  apostolic  letters  in  addition  to  publishing  five  books;  and, 

WHEREAS,  No  other  Pope  encountered  so  many  individuals  in  different  faiths  and 
made  a  great  impact  by  becoming  the  first  Pope  to  visit  a  synagogue  and  pray  with  Rome's 
Chief  Rabbi.  He  directed  the  Vatican  to  establish  full  diplomatic  relations  with  Israel  and  in 
1999,  he  ordered  the  Vatican  to  issue  a  document  described  as  an  "act  of  repentance"  for  the 
church's  failure  to  deter  the  Nazi  genocide  against  Jews  in  World  War  II;  and, 

WHEREAS,  He  made  a  series  of  extraordinary  journeys  that  made  him  one  of  the 
most  familiar  figures  in  the  world,  including  a  visit  to  San  Francisco  during  his  1 987  spiritual 
outreach  tour.  In  addition,  the  Pope  visited  the  United  Nations  in  New  York,  remote  islands  in 
the  Pacific,  the  barrios  of  Latin  America,  and  rice  fields  in  Southeast  Asia;  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  a  statesman  he  spoke  on  political  questions  and  urged  peace  rather 
than  war  during  his  visits  with  Heads  of  State  and  numerous  public  officials.  He  successfully 
encouraged  the  largely  peaceful  revolts  against  Soviet  rule  in  his  native  Poland  and  across 
Eastern  Europe  ;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pope  John  Paul  II  believed  that  faith  must  be  grounded  in  truth  and  the 
key  to  freedom  is  love  and  service  to  god,  emphasizing  the  importance  of  peace,  justice  and 
the  sanctity  of  life;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  celebrates  the  life  of  Pope  John  Paul  II 
and  the  light  he  brought  to  the  world.

WHEREAS,  The  federal  No  Child  Left  Behind  Act  of  2001  mandates  science  testing  of 
students  yet  does  not  allow  non-profit  science  centers  like  the  Exploratorium  to  receive  direct 
funding  in  support  of  teacher  development;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Despite  these  challenges,  the  Exploratorium  is  moving  forward  with  the 
creation  of  the  Science  Educator  Leadership  Institute,  a  greatly  expanded  teacher 
development  program  with  the  initial  goal  of  assisting  500  Bay  Area  science  educators  attain 
the  "highly  qualified"  status  required  of  teachers  by  the  No  Child  Left  Behind  Act;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Exploratorium  will  neither  be  able  to  attain  this  ambitious  and 
important  goal  nor  continue  in  its  vital  role  as  the  Bay  Area's  premier  source  of  science 
teacher  development  in  the  absence  of  increased  funding;  now,  therefore,  be  it

Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission's  Commercial  Paper  Notes  (Water  Series)  and 
related  matters. 

WHEREAS,  At  a  duly  called  and  held  revenue  bond  election  on  November  5,  2002  (the 
"2002  Election"),  a  majority  of  voters  voting  on  the  measure  approved  Proposition  A 
("Proposition  A")  to  authorize  the  issuance  by  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission 
(the  "Commission")  of  its  revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
$1 ,628,000,000  for  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  for  the  acquisition  and  construction  of 
improvements  to  the  water  enterprise;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Section  9.107  of  the  Charter  (the  "Charter")  of  the  City  and 
Article  V  of  Chapter  43  of  Part  I  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  enacted  by 
Ordinance  No.  203-98  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  on  June 
8,  1998  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  on  June  19,  1998  (the  "Procedural  Ordinance"), 
the  Board  (Resolutions  451-99,  953-00  and  300-03)  and  the  Commission  (Resolutions  98- 
109,  00-0234  and  03-0048)  (collectively,  the  "Prior  Resolutions")  have  previously  authorized 
the  issuance  of  not  to  exceed  $250,000,000  of  commercial  paper  notes  (the  "Commercial 
Paper  Notes")  or  bank  notes  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  short-term  financing  of  capital 
improvements,  capitalized  interest  and  related  costs  for  improvements,  betterments  and 
additions  to  the  water  enterprise;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Commission  has  from  time  to  time  caused  the  issuance  of  its 
Commercial  Paper  Notes  currently  under  the  terms  of  that  certain  issuing  and  paying  agent 
agreement  (the  "Issuing  and  Paying  Agent  Agreement"),  dated  as  of  October  1,  2003,  by  and 
between  the  Commission  and  U.S.  Bank  Trust  National  Association,  which  Commercial  Paper 
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Notes  are  presently  secured  by  a  letter  of  credit  issued  by  Bayerische  Landesbank 
Gironzentrale,  acting  through  its  New  York  Branch;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Section  9.02  of  the  Issuing  and  Paying  Agent  Agreement,  the 
Commission  may  obtain  a  substitute  letter  of  credit  to  replace  the  letter  of  credit  then  in  effect 
provided  such  letter  of  credit  goes  into  effect  at  least  one  Business  Day  prior  to  the 
termination  of  the  letter  of  credit  then  in  effect  and  the  Commission  otherwise  complies  with 
the  additional  conditions  set  forth  in  Section  9.02;  and 

WHEREAS,  Consistent  with  its  periodic  procurement  policies,  in  December  2004,  the 
Commission  issued  a  request  for  bids  from  qualified  banks  for  a  substitute  letter  of  credit  to 
secure  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Commercial  Paper  Notes;  and 

WHEREAS,  After  an  evaluation  of  the  responses  to  such  request  for  bids,  Commission 
staff  determined  that  Bank  of  America  N.A.  has  offered  to  provide  a  substitute  letter  of  credit 
(the  "Letter  of  Credit")  for  the  Commercial  Paper  Notes  on  terms  that  are  financially 
advantageous  to  the  Commission  on  terms  that  are  consistent  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Procedural  Ordinance  and  the  Prior  Resolutions; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  herein  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Approval  of  the  Letter  of  Credit  Bank  Substation  and  Letter  of  Credit  and 
Reimbursement  Agreement.  The  substitution  of  a  letter  of  credit  to  be  provided  by  Bank  of 
America,  N.A.  (the  "Bank")  in  a  maximum  stated  amount  sufficient  to  provide  credit  and 
liquidity  support  for  $250,000,000  principal  amount  of  Commercial  Paper  Notes  outstanding  at 
any  one  time  under  the  terms  of  that  certain  Letter  of  Credit  and  Reimbursement  Agreement, 
dated  as  of  May  1 ,  2005  (the  "Reimbursement  Agreement"),  by  and  between  the  Commission 
and  the  Bank,  is  hereby  approved  (the  form  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board), 
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with  such  additions,  modifications,  changes  and  corrections  as  the  General  Manager  of  the 
Commission,  in  consultation  with  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Public  Finance  and  the  City  Attorney,

Section  3.  Approval  of  the  Offering  Memorandum.  The  Offering  Memorandum  relating 
to  the  Commission's  Commercial  Paper  Notes,  prepared  in  connection  with  substitution  of  the 
letter  of  credit  for  the  Commercial  Paper  Notes  ,  in  substantially  the  form  submitted  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  The  General  Manager  of  the  Commission  is  hereby 
authorized  to  make  such  additions,  modifications,  changes  or  corrections  as  the  General 
Manager  of  the  Commission,  in  consultation  with  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Public  Finance  and  the 
City  Attorney,  deem  necessary  or  advisable.
